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GRIM ACCURACY 
Accuracy is something we usually prize. 
But no one can take any satisfaction from 
the fa t that the National Safety Council 
accurately foreast the number of Ameri­ 
cans who would die on the nation’s streets 
and highway s over the last long summer 
weekend. 
That we can come close to the mark 
in this business of predicting, death ought 
to chill every one of us whenever we slip 
behind the wheel of a car. 
The morning of the day that weekend 
began, some 420 people, y oung and old, 
were following their individual patterns of 
living in all their rich variety . In a matter 
of hours or a very few day s, they were all 
dead. The patterns were broken. Not only 
they but all who knew and loved them had 
suffered irreparable loss. 
Tragedy injects itself into our lives in 
many way s, at many points. 
But what 
makes this particular kind of tragedy so 
hard to digest is its inevitability . The sta­ 
tistics in highway fatality forecasts seem 
to have a will of their own; they will not be 
denied. 
How many summer holiday s like this 
must we endure before we find a way to 
stop the inevitable coming of death on the 
road?

Segregation is as serious a problem in the 
N orthern cities as it is in the SoiUh, but it is of 
a d ifferen t n ature. In the North, segregation oc­ 
curs by both a volun tary an d in volun tary process, 
n amely, that man y groups either prefer to live 
close to each other or d o so through circum­ 
stan ces beyon d their con trol. Half a cen tury ago. 
most Jews in New York lived on tiie East Sid e 
an d in Chicago on the West Sid e". N aturally their 
child ren wen t to a n eighborhood public school. 
Chin ese in New York or San Fran cisco lived in 
Chin atown because in those d ays they preferred 
it that way, Arabic-speakin g people in Now York 
live in a section of Brooklyn , just as the early 
Italian immigran ts settled in the gen eral vicin ity 
of Old St. Peter’s Cathed ral an d the Negroes be­ 
gan movin g in to Harlem which they took over 
completely, as they took over areas in other cities. 
Sometimes ghettos are volun tary an d have to 
d o with thy in cid en ce of particular houses of wor­ 
ship, or butcher shops or groceries. Im m igran ts 
usually d o n ot kn ow En glish an d have to live 
where the lan guage they d o kn ow is spoken . 
Negroes fin d it 
d ifficult 
to break through 
ghetto barriers because of the color bar. Thus, 
certain public schools become 100 per cen t Negro, 
as though the child ren were segregated by law. 
For some un accoun table reason amon g the N orth­ 
ern liberals who are opposed to segregation , the 
teachers in such schools are often 100 per cen t 
Negro.

THE WATCHFUL E%E 
Quite frequently the wisdom of an action 
is recognized with wonder that it hadn’t 
been taken before. The requirement that 
the suggested retail price and other data 
about new automobiles be display ed on the 
windshield falls into that category . This 
new legal requirement goes into effect on 
Oct. 1. 
In recent y ears prices, in certain in­ 
stances, had been inflated by some dealers 
in order to make tradein values look dispro­ 
portionately good. The purchasing public in 
the market for a new car had little to go on 
by way of standard price. 
The prices 
quoted for the same model automobile 
often varied widely among dealers in the 
same locality . The new regulation should 
effectively curb “ price packing,” though 
legitimate discounts may still be offered. 
One sobering thought comes to mind

industry ,

life, policed itself? It is unfortunate that

Mignone was arrested late Mon­ 
day on complaint of the producers 
of “ The Price Is Right” 
show 
televised by NBC. 
Bo y s Repo rt Offer 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Bernard Pat­ 
ten of Queens said Mignone of­ 
fered the bribe to two 16-year-old 
boys employed by a Queens mail 
service. The firm handles mail for 
The Price Is Right, which offers 
prizes both to contestants in the 
studio and to the audience. 
The boys reported the alleged 
bribe offer. 
Two 
district 
attorney's detec­ 
tives went to Brooklyn to arrest 
Mignone. They said Mignone ran 
into an alley, one of the detectives 
fired a warning shot, the bullet 
ricocheted and hit Mignone. 
The Queens district attorney’s 
office said Mignone tried to rig the 
giveaway this way: 
Last month the show displayed 
a photograph of a home and in­ 
vited viewers to send in postcards 
up to Aug. 29 estimating its value. 
The house was to be awarded to 
the person coming closest. 
Mignone mailed a number of 
postcards to himself Aug. 24, to 
get postmarks on them. 
Lists ‘Guesses’ 
Early this month, the show an­ 
nounced the price for the home 
as $30,050.90. Mignone erased his 
own address on two cards, sub­ 
stituted that of the TV quiz pro­ 
gram and listed his “ guesses” as 
$30,250.90 and $32,050.80. 
Mignone then approached Rob­ 
ert Griffin, who works for the Ra­ 
dioland firm, and asked him to 
slip the phonied cards in with the 
legitimate mail. Griffin and his 
fellow 
employe, 
Frank 
Killane, 
were to gel $3,000 between them 
if Mignone won the house.

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(1) Assembly completed, fuel and equipment 
loaded and crew installed in their spherical cabin, 
the Moon rocket is ready for its pioneer v oy age. 
Already mov ing some 15 ,000 miles per hour 
alongside the space station in a two-hour orbit 
around the Earth, the Moon ship ignites its rockets 
and pulls slowly away from the mother base. Still 
a satellite of Earth, it accelerates under timed 
rocket firings in a widening spiral orbit. 
When at the precise position in reference to the 
Moon, a final blast of its rockets brings it up to 
escape v elocity (.approx imately 25 ,000 m.p.h.) and 
the Moon ship hurls itself away from Earth like a 
pebble from a cosmic slingshot. 


(2) The ship must aim for a point in space where 
the Moon will be some two-and-a-half day s later 
(the time required for a one-way journey ), at a 
time when the Moon is closest to Earth, 221,463 
miles away . Any error in course can be corrected 
by using the rockets. 
Now at escape v elocity , but still under the in­ 
fluence of Earth’s grav ity , the ship coasts with de­ 
creasing momentum until the gravity of the Moon 
takes ov er. It then begins falling with mounting 
speed toward the Moon. The trip could be short­ 
ened by using power, but this method makes the 
most economical use of fuel. 


(3) The first manned 
ship will probably not 
attempt a landing on that body, but will remain in 
orbit around it for a period, investigating and pho­ 
tographing its surface, particularly that side never 
seen from Earth. An actual landing will come 
later, after more is learned of the Moon in its “vir­ 
gin” state, and before chance contamination by 
bacteria carried from Earth distorts the findings of 
scientists. To return to the space station, the same 
procedure will be used as at the beginning. This 
time a velocity of only about 5,400 m.p.h. will be 
req uired to escape Moon’s pull.

Chet J oy , chairman of the Fact Finding and Stream Improv e­ 
ment Committee of the Federation, say s that “ lack of cooper­ 
ation and correct procedures hav e play ed a larg e part in bring ing 
on a condition that is a disg race to conserv ation practices and 
leads nowhere but to reg ret in the future.” 
“ It is time we wake up and face the facts and see erosion 
in its true form—a cancer that is destroy ing our natural re­ 
sources because of lax ity and the full realization of its far 
reaching reprecussions in the future,” say s J oy . 
“ We want to see the eradication of this erosion cancer here 
in the beautiful Catskill mountain area before it g ets altog ether 
out of hand,” said J oy . “ We see the facts and stand firm in our 
desire for better conserv ation practices and so present the fol­ 
lowing resolution: 
“ We insist that channeling and dredg ing of fa st mountain 
streams only add to erosion and siltation by creating a faster 
runoff in the wet seasons, and unnatural barren streambeds in 
the dry . season, this doing g reat damag e to our water supply 
reserv oirs and the Hudson riv er. 
This practice has to come to 
an end. 
• Calls for Stream Im prov em ent: 
“Stream im provem ent structures are the answ er to erosion and 
siltation. 
O ur S tate D epartm ent of Conservation has the k nowl­ 
edge and literature available in proper structures to m eet all con­ 
ditions. 
Conservation engineers have studied erosion and siltation 
for y ears but lack funds to com bat conditions tha t are steadily 
growing worse. 
Approved structures are principally three ty pes— 
the V dam. deflector and cribbing. The need for such structures at 
the present tim e is urgent. 
“An appropriation is m ost urgently needed w ith the realization 
tha t our stream w ay s are as im portant as our highway s. 
Funds 
to come from the General Fund and /or the federal public w ork s 
appropriation. 
They are to be used for study and construction of 
stream im provem ent structures adeq uate-to tak e care of the situa­ 
tion in the Esopus valley w atershed. 
Fiv e Point Prog ra m : 
‘We propose a surv ey by Conserv ation Department eng i­ 
neers to sta rt as soon as possible with emerg ency measures in 
the following order: 
1. 
To cease all dredg ing and channeling of troutstreams 
unless authorized by the Conserv ation Department. 
2. 
To correct the situation near the dy ke at Mt. Tremper. 
8 . 
To correct erosion conditions on the main Esopus and 
feeder streams. 
4. 
To study all proposed hig hway construction in the Cats­ 
kill watershed and its relation to streams in the area, with 
stream improv ement structures planned according ly . 
5. 
Literature

should be sent to all departments for better understanding and 
co-operation in arriv ing a t a successful and early conclusion.”

12 Airmen Killed 
As Two B52 Jets 
Collide in Mid-Air 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — A 
giant B52 jet bomber sliced into 
the side of another at sundown 
Monday and both planes crashed 
in flames near a busy highway. 
Twelve of the 16 men aboard were 
killed. 
A 200-pound chunk of landing 
gear 
sailed 
through 
the 
air, 
smashed through a service station 
sign and skidded to rest on the 
shoulder of Highway 2, a main 
link between Spokane and Seattle. 
None on Ground Hurt 
The roar of the crash, flying de­ 
bris 
and the explosion 
as the 
planes hit the ground terrified two 
fleeing service station attendants 
and two customers, along with pa­ 
trons of a nearby tavern. But no 
one on the ground was hurt. 
The 
eight-million-dollar 
B52s. 
prime atom bomb carriers of the 
Strategic

Command, 
were 
making routine landings at Fair­ 
child Air Force Base when they 
collided about 1,500 feet over the 
highway. 
The B52s were carrying some 
classified materials but officials 
said these did not include nuclear 
weapons. 
Joe Martella, a service station 
attendant, said both planes were 
turning at the time. 
Tremendous Roar 
“ I looked up when I heard a 
tremendous roar from the engines 
of one plane,” he said. ‘‘The pilot 
seemed to be trying to get out of 
the way. Then they hit. The wing 
of one hit the other right behind 
th e co ckp it a n d it lo o ked 
like it 
was cut in two.” Martella and the 
station owner, Mike Anderson, ran 
across the highway and dived into 
a ditch. 
The planes were less than two 
miles from the Fairchild runway 
when they collided.
